OM Stream Put to Modern Use. 

The stream which has been supply- 
ing the iincient city of Damascus with 
water for nearly 40 centuries has 
been harnessed and will provide elec- 
tricity to light the city and operate 
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7 Tons of Silver a Month. 

A widely known firm of manufactur- 
.«re of cameras and photographers' 
supplies use between six and seven 
tons of silver a month for making ni- 
trate of silver. It claims to be the 
largest consumer of sliver bullion in 
the United States, but the Engineering
